Thefevvere eomcnunicated by the.Inquifitive' Mr. Edmund Ki'>ig it thz 
laftance ofvtiie Ftibll{her^ as follows ; 

The Paregchjrmofii parts of ihe'Eodyiate by Anat'omlfts generally fuppa- 
fed to be in .very many places whollyuo/<i of F>j/>/;; defigned chiefly to fill 
up Cavities and Interflices between the VefTeis, and to bouUkr up the fame, 
and to convey theaa through the parts. 

But having' aiariy yea:s endeavoured to excarnate feveral parts of the Body, 
viz. the Liver, LiingJ-, Spleen, Kidneys &c. ( not to name the PUccnu Ute- 
ri ■, whichfe^ms.tobe/'-irfw^;'«»o«^tooj ) and being very defirous to make 
a Scheme of the Veffels of any pf thiic , what ever they were , I fixt upon; 
I found, notvvithflanding all my care to preferve the Vefle's , when I was 
freeing them , aj heedfully as I could ,• from the fuppofed Parenchyma^thiX. 
in every breach, I made ,. cilh'er-with my fingers pr otherwife , all my en- 
deavours were d^ftrudlive to my purpofe J and k, upon examination of thofe 
bits, much of which is called Parenchyma y. I met in them more Veflels, 
than I had preferved in the parts whence they came : And though the Portion 
were never fo fmall, yet my bare eye could make this difcovery ; much more 
could I , when affifte'd by a Microfcope, perceive, I had deftroyed more Vef- 
fels , than preferved , in defpight of the exa<aeft care , I was capable to ufe. 
And being not a little concern'd, that I fliould undertake to pre(erve thd 
Veffels by fuch a Caufe , as I faw plainly to be their deftrutSlion ( were the 
part never fo big, or never fo fmall) I was both confounded and tired. 
For I faw ( and fo murt any , ,that will attempt this work ) in my endeavour- 
ing to preferve one Veffel of a traceable magnitude, Ifpoiled an infinite 
number of others lefs difcernable , which were as truly Veflels, as the other, 
differing only in fize and figure (as to appearance.) Then reviewing what 
mifchief I had done in every place , quite through the whole Traft of my 
Fingers, Knife, 8cc. I began to think withmy fe!f. That it was not impof- 
fible for th:fe parts to confill wholly of Veffvls curioufly wrought and inter- 
woven (probably for more Ufes, than is yctknor-n; ) And theconfidera-
